Simpler Laws Now 
Today there are less restrictions 
on the motorists and greater speed 
permitted, but the driver is expect¬ 
ed at all times to refrain from reck¬ 
lessness.

Chicago News: The need of a 
! new commandment was stressed 
the other day by Horace J. Bridges, 
. leader of the Chicago Ethical so- 
j ciety, at the biennial social hygiene 
conference at the Woman’s City 
i club under the auspices of six lead¬ 
ing woman’s organizations.

BE HAPPY! 


To apportion the revenue derived 
from automobile licenses and gaso¬ 
line tax among the cities and coun¬ 
ties as well as to the state highway 
department is the purpose of an ini¬ 
tiative act endorsed by the Sierra 
Madre city trustees at their last 
meeting. The act originated with 
the League of California Municipal¬ 
ities. Petitions to have it placed on 
the November ballot are now in em¬ 
ulation. 

Motor vehicles and gasoline taxes 
now collected by the state are ex¬ 
pended entirely by the state highway 
commission. There is no guaranty 
that the immense revenue so raised 
will be distributed equitably,’ with 
relation to the actual location of au¬ 
tos and density of traffic. The act 
is an attempt to accomplish this. 

Regristration Controls 

By the terms of the proposed act 
one-half of all revenues raised by the 
state from the sources named would 
be retained by the state for highway 
purposes. The other half would be 
distributed to the various counties 
of the state in proportion to the 
number of motor vehicles registered 
in each. The money received by each 
county would be distributed to the 
various municipalities within the 
county in the proportion to the num¬ 
ber of motor vehicles within each 
within incorporated cities but the state 
bears to the total number registered 
within the country. The remainder 
retained by the county would repre¬ 
sent the number of autos registered 
from unincorporated territory with¬ 
in the county. 

As the law now stands most of the 
motor vehicles of the state are owned 
within corporated cities but the state 
revenue is spent entirely in the 
country. Much of it is spent entire¬ 
ly outside the county. For instance, 
most of the roads of Los Angeles 
County are already improved. Hence, 
while the county pays the lion’s 
share of the state highway revenue, 
very little of it is expended here. 
The proposed act is probably as 
equitable a method of distributing 
the revenue as could be divised. The 
half of the total which is retained 
by the state assures a substantial 
fund to be expended in the long 
stretches of highway in the sparse¬ 
ly settled regions where there are 
few autos and small property valu¬ 
ation on which to raise highway rev¬ 
enue locally. j.

EIGHT FACTS 
ABOUT RADIO 

IN SUMMER 

The following eight important 
pointers for radio fans are furnished 
by Manager Farman of the Sierra 
Madre Electric Co. 

1:..Night vs. Day Range— 

The night range of sending and 
receiving stations is much greater 
than the daylight range. Do not 
expect to hear stations a great dis¬ 
tance away in the day time. There 
are nights, • rare in winter and com¬ 
mon in the summer, when it is im¬ 
possible to bring in distant stations. 
This is due to atmospheric conditions 
beyond human control. This condi¬ 
tion should be met philosophically 
as something that cannot be avoided, 
and not used as the basis of com¬ 
plaint to the radio dealer who sold 
you your set. 

2- Batteries Are the Fuel— 

A radio set will not work satis¬ 
factorily when the batteries are run 
down or nearly so. Keep your stor¬ 
age battery well charged, or if you 
use dry cells, always use cells that 
are in good condition. Test your B 
batteries with a voltmeter occasion¬ 
ally and renew them when the volt¬ 
age is 40 per cent below normal. 
Never get impatient with your set, 
Nine chances out of ten a man fam¬ 
iliar with radio can find your trouble 
in half a minute. If you will take 
the trouble to familiarize yourself 
with the principles of radio you can 
do the same. There is a reason for 
every radio trouble. 

3: Watch the Details— 

Don’t talk about the wonders and 
mysteries of radio and the scientific 
and delicate sets that have made it 
possible, and then condemn the deal¬ 
er or> manufacturer when your set 
won’t work with the aerial discon- 
| nected, the vaccuum tubes burned 
; out, or the batteries connected with 
the wrong polarity. A scientific in¬ 
strument, even so popular a one as 
a radio set, must be treated in an 
intelligent manner. 

4: Learn the Art of Tuning— 

If you have not learned to tune 
properly, but manage to tune in on 
one long distance station, don’t con¬ 
demn your set because you do not 
hear the m all. The fact that you 
heard one distant station shows that 
the set is all right; all you need is 
patience and practice and you will 


be able to get the same far away 
stations as your neighbors. 

5: Brighter Tubes Mean Less Life— 

Don’t expect to get louder or 
clearer music when your vaccuum 
tubes are turned up brighter than 
normal. If anything, the reception 
will be less loud and there will be 
unpleasant noises introduced. Re¬ 
member also that a slight overload 
on the tubes will make them burn 
out in a fraction of their normal 
life. 

6 : Don’t Miss Today’s Program— 

Radio does not change overnight 
any more than does the automobile, 
the phonograph or the sewing ma¬ 
chine. The set that you buy today 
will be good a year from today, and 
probably for many years. The long 
distance receiving sets in thousands 
of homes at present are practically 
identical, with a few minor refine¬ 
ments, to the sets that were used 
by radio telegraph enthusiasts five 
years ago. 

If you have postponed getting a 
good radio set because you are wait¬ 
ing for a radical change in radio, you 
are missing more enjoyment than 
the individual who puts off buying 
an automobile for the same reason. 
Radio is not new—it is not a fad; 
popular interest has merely become 
more widespread in the past year. 
Radio telephone broadcasting has 
been conducted on a small scale for 
years; and radio telegraph broad¬ 
casting for a decade or more. 

7: World’s Greatest Entertainment— 

Don’t expect your radio set to act 
like a phonograph. You can’t push 
the button for grand opera or jazz 
and get it. You will hear many sta¬ 
tions better than a phonograph, but 
some of them cannot be heard over 
a loud speaker for the reason that 
they are out of your range. When 
you analyze it, you will realize that 
this fact lies at the root of the lure 
of radio. The fascination is in the 
uncertainty of the :hing: always a 
chance at something new, greater 
distances to cover, and the ever-in- 
creasing mystery of the science. If 
you just had to push the button to 
bring anything you wanted to hear, 
you would probably discard the set 
in a month. As it is, the experience 
of those who have followed radio 
since its inception decidedly indi¬ 
cates that “once a radio fan, always 
a radio fan.” 

8 : Lightning Protection Simple— 

With a loop or an indoor aerial

there is of course no need for light¬ 
ning protectors. In the case of the 
outdoor aerial, the condition is dif¬ 
ferent. During a lightning storm 
the aerial picks up a considerable 
amount of static electricity, which 
should be provided with an easy 
path to the ground, in order to pro¬ 
tect the receiving instruments. The 
danger is not that the lightning will 
strike the aerial and then set fire 
to the house. If lightning strikes 
an aerial it bums up the wire be¬ 
fore it gets to the ground. But the 
static charges coming from flashes 
of lightning some distance away are 
liable to do some harm if not pro¬ 
vided for by a grounding switch or 
protector of some kind. 

THE NEXT STEP 

Having by such a large majority 
passed the water conservation bonds, 
those interested in the conservation 
movement will naturally ask, “What 
next?” or perhaps conclude that 
their activities are finished and that 
further effort in this direction is un¬ 
necessary. It may be pointed out 
at this time, however, that there is 
a distinct need for an active interest 
on the part of the Farm Bureau 
members and others interested in 
conservation to see that the im¬ 
provements authorized by this bond 
issue are completed rapidly and ef¬ 
ficiently. However, far more im¬ 
portant to us, having now decided 
on the construction of these dams 
and other water works, is the protec¬ 
tion of our mountain water sheds. It 
can certainly be of no profit to us 
to construct a dam in a mountain 
canyon and then allow it to become 
filled with mud and other detritus 
which will inevitably follow unless 
the brush cover is protected from 
fire. Fire protection is therefore, in 
the opinion of the leaders of the 
conservation movement, the next step 
after the passage of the bond issue. 
It is not only essential to work for 
fire protection after these dams are 
completed, but at the present mo¬ 
ment as well. It should be particu¬ 
larly borne in mind that the present 
dry season with the increasing num¬ 
ber of pleasure seekers visiting the 
mountains constitutes the most ser¬ 
ious fire hazard in our experience.— 
Farm Bureau Monthly.
